‘“‘Fumbled” Issues.

PITTSBURG, Pa., June 29.-—, 
Rural citizens squelched the ambi- 
tions of bankers, big business, 
civic erganizations, manufacturing 
intercsts and the Mellon Repub-. 
ican machine bosses here Tuesday | 
when they voted down to defeat | 
the Metropolitan charter plan | 
which would have made Pittsburg | 
the fourth city in the United States 
in population and the third largest 
in the world in territorial area. 
The plan for the federated City 
of Pittsburg was to take over the 
functions of the present city gov- 
ernment with a government which 
would have meant at the same 
time a city and county administra- 
tion. 

The Metropolitan charter, had it 
been approved, would have merged 
Pittsburg, a second class city, three 
other third class cities, 57 bor- 
oughs and 61 townships into the 
consolidated City of Pittsburg. 
What Charter Provided. 

The charter would not have 
changed or interfered with any 
present or future laws of the State 
relating to the administration of 
public schools. Neither would it 
have interfered with such laws re- 
lating to the administration of the 
poor commission; juries and jury 
Commissioners; public libraries; 
state highways; state aid for town- 
ship roads oc state highways. 
The charter,, however, would 
have transferred to the consolidat- 
ed city ail the property rights and 
indebtedness of Allegheny County. 
It would have also transferred 
the rights and -obligations of the 
various communities of the county, 
affecting public utilities as they 
might have served metropolitan 
areas. 

The act was not a “ripper” 
measure. Pittsburg would have 
retained its present boundaries, its 
own Mayor, its Council and man- 
agement of its local government 
as heretofore. All other municipal

Would Retain Identity. 


None would lose its historic idei- 
lity. Each chy, borough and 
township would continue control 
over its local police and fire de- 
partm.nts. Control of water works, 
street cleaning and garbage col- 
lection would have remained with 
each municipality. The federated 
city Wou.1 have been at the rame 
time a city and county. 

The consolidated city would Puve 
been governed by a board of com- 
missioners. The board would have 
consisted «ff seven members. In 
this board wceuld have been vested 
all the powcrs of the commission 
of Allegheny County and all) other 
powers of the consolidated ci.y. 

The present board of three *..1in- 
ty commissioners would have been 
replaced by one of seven commis- 
sioners in 1932. Under the pres- 
ent system, it frequently happens 
that all three commissioners are 
residents of Pittsburg proper. Un- 
der the consolidated city plan cities 
and boroughs and townships would 
have been assured representation. 

The charter would have divided 
the county into four districts. The 
present city of Pittsburg would 
have been district No. 1. The 
third clasa cities, boroughs and 
townships would have been 
grouped into three districts. 

Method of Election. ; 

One county commissioner would 
have been elected from the con- 
solidated city at large, three from 
Pittsburg proper and one each 
from the remaining three districts. 
The present commissioners would 
have retained office until the ex- 
Piration of the term for which 
they were elected. 

Proponents of the charter ta- 
bored under no illusions regarding 
its adoption. The two-thirds ma- 
jority requirement was considered 
a handicap from the beginning.

While there was no promise tha* 
taxes would remain as at present. 
rural voters were of the opinion 
that the inclusion of four addi- 
tional commissioners on the county 
board meant either a higher as- 
sessment on property or increased 
rate of taxation. 

Above all, however, was the feel- 
ing in the rural districts that the 
powerful Mellon Republican tma- 
chine was aiming for a strangle 
hold on the politics of Allegheny 
County anda that with a consdoii- 
dated city the independence of the 
boroughs and townships would be 
wiped out and subservence' to 
Pittsburg’s political lords would re- 
sult. 

The charter provided that the 
Sheriff and Coroner would he 
elected at the regular municipal 
election in 1929 and every four 
years thereafter. 

Argument for Adoption. 


Proponents of the measure ad- 
vanced the following advantages 
as a reason for its adoption. 

Protection to boroughs and 
townships from forcible annex- 
ation. 

Proper census rating for the 
entire community. 

Greater attraction for new in- 
dustries, 


Joint action on civic affairs. 

Creating of better county 
spirit. 

Home rule for each city, bor- 
ough and township in the 
county, 

Suburban representation 
county government. 

More efficient methods of ad- 
ministration. 

Departmental form of admin- 
istration. 

No increase in taxation on 
charter account. 

Much opposition to the new 
charter was based on the assertion 
that neither cities, boroughs nor 
townships could benefit under its 
provisions because of extra ex- 
pense necessary for salaries for of- 
ficlalg and employes authorized 
under the act. 

An intensive campaign was held 
in an effort to put the plan across. 
Republican party leaders gave of- 
ficial sanction to the plan and 
maintained headquarters and a 
corps of workers and _ speakers 
throughout the campaign to stim- 
ulate sentiment and get the vote 
out, 

The charter is the result of a 
constitutional amendment first ap- 
proved by the Legislature in 1926 
in special session and again 
proved at the regular session in 
1927. It was approved by the vot- 
ers of the entire State in 1928 at 
the general election, receiving a 
majority of 85,422 votes in Alle- 
gheny County. 

Not Handled Properly. 

The Metropolitan Plan Commis- 
sion, an official State body created 
by the Legislature and appointed 
by the Governor, was charged with 
the duty of drawing up a charter 
in the form of a bill for consider- 
ation of the 1929 session of the 
General Assembly. The act was 
passed by the Legislature and be- 
came a law April 18 with Gov. 
Misher’s signature. 

Approval of the plan, however, 
had to be by two ways. First, a 
majority of electors in the county 
as a Whole must be In favor of the 
plan. Second, two-thirds of the 
eieciors voting in 62 out of 22 
municipalities had to vote in its 
favor, 

Political leaders who have 
alyzed the defeat of the plan, say 
the campaign was not handled 
properly. It was pointed out that 
speakers assigned to suburban dis- 
tricts “fumbled” the important is- 
sues involved and falled te send 
home to the country electors the 
true meaning of the plan. 

Many politicians attribute the 
defeat of the charter because 
farmers in the suburbs were of 
tLe opinion that by merging with 
the city proper § the community 
would lose its identity. Small po- 
litical leaders in the county strong- 
ly opposed the plan. They believed 
that by conselidating they would

blaze on the fireworks counter,” he 
related. “T ran downstairs and 
tried to get to the counter, but I 
couldn't get through the flames. 
The girls were standing there like 
dumb fools and I called to them to 
get out. 

“T shouted for someone to turn 
in an alarm but nobody moved. 
Then I ran out and pulled the 
hook at the corner. The platc- 
glass windows had collapsed and 
smoke was pouring out when I got 
back. [I tried to go in but some 
men pulled me away and held me. 
Then I helped pull the girls out of 
the basement.” 

Miss Vera Barkhoeffer, 16, of 
4129W Green Lea Place, told what 
happened in the basement. She 
Was one of seven girl clerks em- 
ployed at basement counters and 
worked only on Saturdays. “I was 
at the hardware counter when I 
heard fireworks shooting off,” she 
said. “We all held our ears for a 
minute and then a shower of 
sparks came down the stairs. 

Girls Pulled From Basement. 

“Besides us girls, there were two 
men customers in the basement 
and a boy who does janitor work. 
We all ran to the front of the 
basement and climbed up on the 
soap counter. The men yanked out 
an iron grating and = climbed 
through the window to the side- 
walk. One of the men ran away 
while the other stayed and helped 
pull us out. The last I saw was 
the janitor boy trying to climb up 
on the soap counter.” 

After the fire was extinguished, 
water stood two feet deep in the 
basement, and firemen waded 
through it until they were con- 
vinced that no bodies were there. 
A basement storeroom was packed 
with a reserve stock of fireworks, 
which had not been ignited. Ths 
dead were found on the main floor 
and balcony of the store, 

Witnesses told reporters that 
Scharlott, after sounding the alarm, 
tried to dash back into the store, 
but was seized by men who dragged 
him to a drug store across the 
street, where he broke away and 
dashed again to the store. He was 
seized again and held until con- 
vinced that he could not enter. 

Scharlott was in his shirt sleeves 
attempting to assist the firemen, 
when a policeman took him into 
custody. Firemen handed him a 
basket containing money § taken 
from the cash registers, an insur- 
ance adjuster sought to question 
him and a stranger tried to discuss 
a reconstruction proposition. Schar- 
lott handed the basket to a friend, 
sobbing, “I'd rather lose everything 
than have anybody killed.” He was 
taken to Angelica Street Police Sta- 
tion, where he _ furnished $5000 
bond. 

Says Display Was Covered. 

Scharlott said that 30 women and 
girls were employed in the place 
as clerks. At the police station he 
told Capt. Maguire that he set out 
the fireworks display but covered 
it up before making any sales 
when two detectives appeared and 
told him he was violating a city 
ordinance. Records show he was 
arrested under this ordinance two | 
years ago but not prosecuted. 

Schariott’s secretary, Miss Edna 
Schnurr, 4746 Penrose street, was 
at her desk on the balcony when 
she heard a girl scream. “I looked 
over the rail and the fireworks 
were exploding and smoke was 
coming out,” she said. ‘J ran 
downstairs and to the back door. 
where 1 suddenly decided I ought 
to telephone the fire department. 
I went back in and saw two girls 
standing at the foot of the bal- 
cony. I grabbed them and pushed 
them toward. the door, shouting, 
“Everybody get out.” 

“The fireworks were exploding 
like shots and smoke was filling 
the place. I thought everybody 
was out when I ran to the front | 
door.” 

Fireman Injured, 
John J. Ryan of Hook and Lad- 


severe cut on his left hand when 
he was struck by a piece of cor- 
rugated iron while working in the 
burned building. He was treated 
at the City Hospital but returned 
to the scene with a bandaged hand 
to assist the basement searching 
party. 

The blackened interior of the 
store indicated that the fire cen- 
tered about the fireworks counter 
at the rear of the main _ floor, 
where nothing remained but a pile 
of debris. A marble soda _ set 
along one wall of the building con- 
tained hundreds of cracks caused 
by the intense heat. 


Fireworks Shoot Into Strect. 


“It was just 2:47, as I observed 
when a watchman came past and 
punched the time clock,” related 
Prentice Corwin, manager of the 
Atlas radio store, 3953 West Flor- 
issant. “[ heard an_ explosion 
across the street at Scharlott’s 
store, as of ‘salutes’ or cannon 
crackers going off in great num- 
bers. 


“At the moment I was stand- 
ing near the front door, which was 
open. I glanced across the street. 

“Men and women came pouring 
from the door opposite, screaming, 
running east and west down the 
street. 

“Exploding fireworks were 
hurled through the door and plate- 
glass windows of Scharlott’s store. 
They seemed to include firecrack- 
ers, Roman candles and skyrock- 
ets. Many of them, apparently 
blown out by the explosions with- 
in, exploded in the street. Sone 
of them were striking the front of 
our building. and I was compelled 
to close the door to keep. thein 
from filling the store, while an- 
other man in our establishment 
turned in an alarm. 

Intermittent L:xplosions. 

“Within a moment the swelling 
roar of the explosions was deafen- 
ing. Intermittent explo8ions con- 
tinued for about five minutes, 
when the Fire Department arrived. 
About two minutes after the fire 
apparatus got there, flames bezan 
spurting from the front of the 
Store. 

“There was not at any time a 
Single great explosion. It sounded 
as if one had set off one firecrack- 
er in a great box of them. At first 
there were a few explosions, and 
then a roar that grew in volume as 
greater numbers began to explode. 
It seemed to me that a large stock 
of fireworks had gwono off and then 
the others had been touched off 
successively, as one would fire a 
large display. 

“I stood at my door all through 
it, unaware that anyone was left 
inside Scharlott’s store. No one 
dared to enter it. I thought every. 
one had escaped in the throngs 
that ran out when the explosions 
began.

Three rears ago, when, by a rather close 
vote, the Mexican Bishops decided to leave 
the churches as a protest against the d«- 
erees enforcing the Constitution of 1917, 
the deadlock appeared hopeless. The Mex- 
ican Government appeared te take a posi- 
tien which meant that the civil power 
ciaimed.the right to regulate the internal 
disctpline of the church. The hierarchy 
appeared to take a position that meant that 
public worship conld not be resumed until 
and uniess the Mexican Government was 
everthrown and the Constitution. abrogated. 
in principle there seemed to be no common 
ground and the violence of the dispute was 
exploited by maiconfents or fanatics in the 
two important rebellions of Gomez and Es- 
cobar, in the guerilla warfare ef Western 
Mexico, im. Summarr executions of priests 
and in various assassinations. 


On the face of their respective declara- 
tens ef principle the comtroversy between 
church and State appeared insoluble except 
by force. Mr. Morrow's prime task was to 
convert this conflict of general principie 
inte a working understanding between Mex- 
tean officials amd Mexican prelates. As the 
necessary preliminary he sought cut the 
historical causes which had produced this 
conflict of principies. An examination of 
the histery of church and State in Mexico 
during the last century showed that the 
conflict did not begin with President Calles, 
but goes back to the very beginning ef 
Mexican independence. It was evident fur- 
ther that anpti-clericalism has appeared 
when the fruits of social revolution against 
the old feudai aristocracy were jeopardized 
by foreign intervention or igternationa! 
counter-revoelution. in sympathy the Mex- 
lean hierarchy has favered the smal! land- 
ed class who ewned and ruied Mexice from 
the time of the Spanish cenquerors. The 
anti-cleriecaliem of Juarez in the middie of 
the last century and of Calles and Obregon 
in recent rears was due. it appeared. te the 
belbef that the Mexican preintes had threwn 
in their lot with the counter-revoiutionary 
ferces. The anti-religious taws, short. 
were seen fo be a form of politica! repriaa! 
rather than of anti-refigious principle. 

This being the undamentai diagnesia, the

Once that cenviction was 
established, it was not difficult to obtain an 
interpretation of the laws which would be 
tolerabi- to the church Negotiations for 
this purpose were begun early in 1928. Al- 
though substantially the same understand- 
ing fas reached as has now been publiciy 
accepted, the negotiations were inconclusive 
because of the influence exercised by a mi- 
Bority of imtransigeant prelates. The fact 
seems to be that the hope of counter-revo- 
tution had net entirely disappeared. It did 
disappear this spring when the Escobar re- 
voit hac been crushed, for the feaders of 
this revolt. though they were not supported 
by the inmtransigeant Bishops, nevertheless 
did adopt the program of the intransigeant 
Bishops. The prompt action of American 
Catholics and of a majority of Mexican pre- 
lates in disowning the Escobar rebellion, to- 
gether with the demonstration that rebei- 
lion was hopeless, seems to hare put an end 
finally te the hopes of the intransigean 

The tmmediate result was the resumption 
of the interrupted negotiations. The evi- 
denees of the fundamental understanding 
which was now possible fie in the vaguest 
but the most important phrases of the doc- 
uments which have been publicir iseued. 
“They assure me.” says President Portes 
Gil, “that the Mexican Bisheps are ani- 
mated by sincere patrictism. and that they 
desire to resume pubiic worship if this can 
be done consistently with their loyalty to 
the Mexican Republic and their con- 
sciences.” 

Father Edmund A. Waish, whe piared a 
leading part m the final stages. speaks of 
“the present remova! of old misunderstand- 
ings and the joint acceptance of the great 
task of national reconstruction.” 

This is the essence of the present under- 
standing: “The joint acceptance of the 
great task of national reconstruction” is an 
acknowledgement of the present govern- 
ment of Mexico by the church similar fn 
spirit to the acknowledgement be the Vat- 
ican of the house of Seavey im the Lateran 
treaty. In retur> for this acknowledge- 
ment the Mexican Government agrees by 
admintstrative interpretation to remove all 
elements of political reprisal from its laws 
The church agrees not to be counter-rers- 
lutionary in spirit, and the State agrees 
not to be anti-clhericai.

Since that day in May, 1897, I have 
spent one hour every morning in this 
way, and the effect has been most ben- 
eficiat.
